The interstate Oil and Gas Compact Commission (IOGCC) announced today that it will fight 
to restore funding cut by the passage of a Congressional spending package provision that 
will reduce states' share of revenues from federal oil and gas production. 

The provision reallocates funding from a current 50-50 split of federal oil and gas 
revenues to a 48-52 percent split. This results in a 2 percent reduction o. federal oil 
and gas revenue income to the states - and an unjustified 2 percent increase in revenue to 
the federal government . 

"The IOGCC has long advocated for a fair 50-50 split on revenue and was in fact _ 
instrumental in achieving that goal several years ago," said Alaska Gov Saran Palxn, 
IOGCC chairman. "This latest Congressional action poses a significant threat to states and 
state programs. The IOGCC will continue to do everything in its power to fight tnxs 
provision. " 

Gov Palin said she is also concerned that this Congressional action would set a 
precedent in reducing the share of revenue that is distributed to the states. 

"We believe that the federal government has not made its case for this action," said 
IOGCC Acting Executive Director Gerry Baker. "Previous studies have shown that states can 
administer the revenue distribution at a much lower cost than the federal government.

We're being proactive about ensuring elections 
security. Last summer I asked the University to take an independent look at our elections 
technology and the processes /procedures employed. UAA completed its initial lock and will 
provide a more in depth review in Phase II, across the next three months. My intent with 
the Division is to implement recommendations in time for 2008 elections. 



What UAA found in this first phase was to them, "„in many ways re-assuring: Alaska's 
system has many features that improve security. Those include paper back ups for 
electronic counts, cross checking of vote counts in different locations, and a centralized 
system for state and federal elections throughout Alaska." (In other states, counties use 
their own patchwork of different procedures.) 



A number of vulnerabilities have also been identified—. For example, the scanners and 
touch screens "sleep over" with election workers in remote locations because the machines 
are flown in ahead of time to Bush villages. The Division has procedures for multiple 
people to check the accuracy of the starting count (set to zero) before polling begins, 
paper copies of votes are kept, and other procedures maintained to ensure the integrity of 
the process, but the University will delve deeper into whether other layers of safeguards 
are needed, in Phase II, UAA will continue to examine the technology (scanners/touch 
screens) used and make recommendations for improving elections security.

The Federal Department of Homeland Security's Bureau of Customs and Border Protection is 
proposing a change in how it interprets the Passenger Vessel Services Act. ("PVSA") 



Currently, the PVSA is interpreted to allow foreign flagged cruise ships to leave from a 
U.S. port on a cruise, continue on the cruise with passengers disembarking at several U.S 
ports, and then stop briefly at a foreign port (usually Vancouver for cruises to Alaska) 
before returning to the U.S. pore they left from. (Nearly all cruise ships operating in 
Alaska are foreign flagged! 



The proposed change in how the PVSA i3 interpreted would require foreign flagged cruise 
ships to: 



1) Stop at the foreign port for at least 46 hours; 

2) Spend more than 50% of the total time spent at U.S. ports at the foreign port;

Allow passengers to go ashore at the foreign port. 



If Che proposed changes apply to Alaska, it would have a severe impact on the ability of 
cruise lines to offer trips to Alaska with stops at multiple ports as they do now. This 
would affect the number of passengers willing to take an Alaska cruise. There would also 
be impacts to the state's revenue from the cruise ship gambling tax, cruise ship income 
tax, the head taxes that go to municipalities, sales taxes tc municipalities from 
purchases by passengers and crew onshore, and lost revenue to hundreds of Alaska 
businesses that rely on tourism. 



POINTS MADE IN THE LETTER 



The draft letter basically makes two points. _ First, the notice of the proposed change 
does not expressly apply to Alaska, so we are asking the federal agency to clarify the 
scope of the rule changes. Second, if the agency says the changes would apply to Alaska, 
we are asking the agency to delay the changes until it has performed a thorough review of 
the impacts to' the State, municipalities, and Alaska businesses and then given everyone 
time to 3Ubmit comments.

She asked if there was any particular legal issue that concerned us and 
T mentioned the second issue, the supposed preemptive effect of the Clean Water Act on 
common law punitive damages .

Governor, 

Just wanted you to be aware of what we were doing Friday when UAA releases phase 1 of the 
Alaska Elections Security Project I gave Kris P. and MikeT. a heads up yesterday on this 
Shouldn't be any bombshells. We're being proactive about ensuring elections security. Last 
summer I asked the University to take an independent look at our electons technology and the 
procises/procedures employed. UAA completed its initial look and will provide a more in 
S^review in Phase II, across the next three months. My intent with the D,v lS ion ,s to 
implement recommendations in time for 2008 elections. 

What UAA found in this first phase was to them, "...in many ways re-assuring: Alaska's system 
has many features that improve security. Those include paper back ups for electron c counts, 
cross checking of vote counts in different locations, and a centralized system for state and 
federal elections throughout Alaska." (In other states, counties use their own patchwork of 
different procedures.) 

A number of vulnerabilities have also been identified.... For example, the scanners and touch 
screens "sleep over" with election workers in remote locations because the machines are flown 
in ahead of time to Bush villages. The Division has procedures for multiple people to check the 
accuracy of the starting count (set to zero) before polling begins, paper copies of votes are 
kept and other procedures maintained to ensure the integrity of the process, but the University 
will delve deeper into whether other layers of safeguards are needed. In Phase II, UAA will 
continue to examine the technology (scanners/touch screens) used and make 
recommendations for improving elections security.

When Achieve's American Diploma Project 
(ADP) Network was founded at the 2005 
National Education Summit, only two states 
(Texas and Arkansas) had graduation 
requirements rigorous enough to prepare 
students for success in college and careers. The 
governors and state education leaders who 
helped start the ADP Network recognized that If 
they wanted their graduates to be able to 
compete for college and jobs in a "flat world" 
their 20th century education standards were no 
longer good enough, They also understood the 
power of collaborating with and learning from 
each other as they raised expectations. 



Nowhere has the power of collective state 
action been. more apparent than In the rapid 
adoption by states of rigorous college and 

career ready graduation requirements. What began as two states just under 
three years ago now stands at 17, with Louisiana and Arizona taking action to 
raise their graduation requirements just this month. For a state by state 
comparison of the new requirements, go here . 

Each of the states that have put new requirements In place has faced a series of 
difficult decisions In designing and implementing its graduation policy. In which 
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subject areas should the state establish requirements and how challenging should 
those requirements be? Should the new requirements be mandatory for all 
students or should there be an opt- out provision? How will the state ensure that 
courses with the same name are taught in a consistently rigorous manner across 
the state? What are the Implications for career and technical education or other 
non traditional curricuiar pathways? The list goes on. 

In order to help states navigate these issues, Achieve held a strategy session for 
ADP states earlier this year. We invited leaders from states who had already 
raised graduation requirements to attend so they could share their experiences 
and lessons learned with states that were planning action. The dynamics and the 
ideas that emerged were powerful. 

As an outgrowth of that meeting. Achieve has developed a policy brief entititled, 
"Aligning High School Graduation Requirements with the Real World: A Road Map 
for States." (Download It here .) The Road Map addresses the most frequently 
cited challenges of policy design as well as strategies for implementation, 
communication and coalition building. It draws heavily on the experience of early 
adopter states. 

Raising graduation requirements is no panacea. It brings numerous capacity 
challenges to the fore, from finding enough qualified math and science teachers 
to ensuring students receive the support they need to succeed. But that Is exactly 
the point. Setting the bar so that al! students graduate from high school prepared 
for the real world is an important first step in addressing and resolving these 
critical Issues. Once the bar is set, it enables all of the leaders In the state, In 
districts and In schools to focus on what realty matters: doing what It takes to 
help students succeed.

Louisiana and Arizona Increase 
Graduation Requirements 

In early December the Louisiana Board 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education approved college- and 
career-ready graduation requirements. 
The revision to Bulletin 741, the 
Louisiana Handbook for School 
Administrators, will increase the 
Carnegie credits needed to earn a 
diploma from 23 to 24 by requiring a 
fourth year of math, including Algebra 
II, for high school graduation. 
Beginning with incoming freshman In 
2008-09, all students automatically will 
be enrolled in the Louisiana Core 4 
Curriculum, which Includes four units 
each of English, math, science, and 
social studies; one unit of visual arts, 
performing arts, or Fine Arts Survey; 
and two units of foreign language or 
speech courses. These revisions are 
the result of recommendations from 
the Louisiana High School Redesign 
Commission, a statewide collaborative 
effort of the Department of Education, 
the Board of Elementary and 
Secondary Education, the Board of 
Regents and the Governor's Office.

. The National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) released the 
results of the 2007 reading and mathematics assessments, known as the 
Trial Urban District Assessments, or TUDAs. These assessments were 
given earlier this year to 4th- and 8th-grade students at eleven urban 
school districts at the same time as national- and state-level assessments. 
The study compares students' scores against the average nationally and 
the averages of students in other large central cities (population 
>250,000). Key findings show that national NAEP trends in 4th and 8th 
grade math and reading scores were similarly observed among the urban 
districts tested. 

o The national average for 4th grade NAEP math scores increased 
from 2003 to 2007. Eight urban districts saw a similar increase, 
three saw no change. 

o The national average for Sth grade NAEP math 'Scores increased 
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from 2003 to 2007. All eleven urban districts saw a similar Increase. 

o The national average for 4th grade NAEP reading scores Increased 
from 2003 to 2007. Ten urban districts saw a similar Increase, one 
saw no change. 

o The national average for 8th grade NAEP reading scores remained 
constant from 2003 to 2007. Seven urban districts saw a similar 
stagnation, three saw an Increase. 

Detailed statistics about particular districts show some areas where 
achievement gaps are being closed. The full TUDA report gives examples. 

The American Institutes for Research (AIR) 
has issued a report entitled, "Chance Favors 
the Prepared Mind: Mathematics and Science 
Indicators for Comparing States and Nations." 
It compares the mathematics and science 
skills of 8th-grade students in each of the 50 
states, D.C., and U.S. Department of Defense 
schools with those of their counterparts 
around the world and provides international 
benchmarks to help states see how their 
students are doing within an International - 
context.

• The Program for International Student Assessment (PISA) results are In. 
PISA is an assessment that focuses on 15-year-olds' capabilities in reading 
literacy, mathematics literacy, and science literacy. In the U.S., this age 
corresponds largely to grade 9 and 10 students. It Is coordinated by the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD), an 
intergovernmental organization of industrialized countries. In 2006, fifty- 
seven jurisdictions participated In PISA, including 30 OECD jurisdictions 
and 27 non-OECD jurisdictions. The results show the average combined 
science literacy scale score for U.S. students to be lower than the OECD 
average. U.S. students scored lower on science literacy than their peers In 
16 of the other 29 OECD jurisdictions and 6 of the 27 non-OECD 
jurisdictions. Twenty-two jurisdictions (5 OECD jurisdictions and 17 non- 
OECD jurisdictions) reported lower scores compared to the U.S. In science 
literacy. 

On the mathematics literacy scale, U.S. students scored lower than the

BACKGROUND 

The Federal DeT>artment of Homeland Security's Bureau of Customs and Border Protection is 
proposing a change in how it interprets the Passenger Vessel Services Act. ("FVSA") 

Currently, the PVSA is interpreted to allow foreign flagged cruise ships to leave from a 
U.S. port on a cruise, continue on the cruise with passengers disembarking at several U.S. 
ports", and then stop briefly at a foreign port (usually Vancouver for cruises to Alaska) 
before returning to the U.S. port they left from. (Nearly all cruise ships operating in 
Alaska are foreign flagged) 

The proposed change in how the PVSA is interpreted would require foreign flagged cruise 
ships to : 



1) Stop at the foreign port for at least 48 hours; 

2) Spend more than 50% of the total time spent at U.S. ports at the foreign port; 
and

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3) 



Allow passengers to go ashore at the foreign port. 



If the proposed changes apply to Alaska, it would have a severe impact on the ability of 
cruise lines to offer trios to Alaska with stops at multiple ports as they do now. This 
would affect the number of passengers willing to take an Alaska cruise. There would also 
be impacts to the state's revenue from the cruise ship gambling tax, cruise ship income 
tax, the head taxes that go to municipalities, sales taxes to municipalities from 
purchases by passengers and crew onshore, and lost revenue to hundreds of Alaska 
businesses that rely on tourism. 



POINTS MADE III THE LETTER 



The draft letter basically makes two points. .First, the notice of the proposed change 
does not expressly apply to Alaska, so we are asking the federal agency to clarify the 
scope of the rule changes . Second, if the agency says the changes would apply to Alaska, 
we are asking- the agency to delay the. changes until it has performed a thorough review of 
the impacts to the State, municipalities, and Alaska businesses and then given everyone 
time to submit comments.
